Nothing has pointed.up our con- 


tention more than the township

ASIDE FROM the Dixon town- 


•hip situation this year, which Is 
centauily in a muddled state, 
have known assessors who bland- 
ly used their assessment authori- 
ty aa a political weapon. More- 
over, only the smallest fraction 
of them are capable of assessing 
industry properly. As a result 
£ Industry writes its own ticket at 


assessing time simply because 
the assessor, who may under- 
stand the value of horses, pigs 
and houses, somewhat, but are 
utterly incapable of evaluating 
manufacturing plant. 
It is high time that local govern- 


ments take the assessment jab out 
of the hands of pensioners, handy- 
men and political hangers-on and 
place it in the hands of capable 


..men. Raise the pay, if necessary, 
*to induce competent men into those 


Jobs. If something isn't done, it 
will not be long before irate tax- 
payers will seek redress by turning 
the job over to higher government- 
al authorities. It will be another 
case of another local governmental 
functions lost by default. 


IT'S A GOOD BET that local 


flrmen and policemen will not 
get the 20 per cent salary hike 
^ they are seeking and they are 
w probably resigned to that fact al- 


ready. The city budget, soon to 
b« made public, is not expected 
to Include an appropriation for 
the salary raise. Reason: City 
officials have scoured every pos- 
sible avenue for more money 
and it just Inan't there. And with 
the burdensome local taxes so 
fresh in mind, Mayor Bill Sloth- 
ower's "austerity" program will

THE MAYOR is determined to 


hold the line. He's pointing out 
to key citizens that the city is fac- 
ing a financial crisis along with 
just about every city in Illinois, 
but that with close budgeting, the 
city can avoid going into debt. He's 
already appealed to commissioners 
to go slow with their money. And 
he will issue a stiff warning, it is 
reported, that if the commission- 


'Wars spend beyond their budgets, 


he'll not authorize payment of 
those bills. 


It may mean that the city will

Officials said the mar- 
ket had been under severe pres- 
sure because of a near-record run 
of hogs.

It looks like a fairly pleasant 


weekend for most of the country. 


There were a few wet and cool 


spots early today but generally 
mild spring weather prevailed. The 
rainy areas were in southeastern 
Iowa, the northern Rockies and the 
Pacific Northwest. 


It was cooler over the Great 


Lakes region and in the north- 
eastern states but warm weather 
continued in the South and most 
of the central part of the country 
west of the Mississippi river. It' 
was 17 above early today in Cadil- 
lac, Mich. Top readings yesterday 
included 105 at Yuma, Ariz., and in 
the 80's and low 90's in the South- 
west and the Plains states. 


The weather bureau in Washing- 


ton said the outlook for May is for 
above normal temperatures in the 
Great Plains; below normal along 
the Pacific and Atlantic seaboards 
and around seasonal levels in other 
areas. 


Some commercial airlines re- 


portedly had less than 30 hours 
supply of aviation gasoline on hand 
when the strike of 22 CIO, AFL and 
independent unions began at mid- 
night Tuesday. 


A spokesman for the Air Trans- 


port Association said most lines 
are "moving heaven and earth" in 
efforts to build up and effectively 
ration out their supplies. 


Refineries Down 


Included among the more than 


one-third of the nation's struck re- 
fineries are the big catalytic units 
that manufacture refined aviation 
fuel. 


It is estimated production of avi- 


ation gasoline has been sliced at 
least 35 per cent. 


Another major development to- 


day was curtailment of buying in 
the Southwest, Mountain West and 
Illinois of crude oil. Purchases 
were cut as much as 60 per cent 
in a few locales. The drop gener- 
ally was around 40 per cent. 


Little Progress 


Meanwhile, there was little pro- 


gress in plant-by-plant negotiations. 
The coalition of unions, headed by 
the 
Oil 
Workers 
International 


Union (OWIU) in Denver, is seek- 
ing a 25-cent hourly wage hike and 
increased night shift differentials. 


The average wage ranges from 


$2 to $3.10. Differentials would go 
up from 4 to 6 cents from the 4 
p. m. to midnight shift and from 
6 to 12 cents midnight to dawn. 


An agreement reached in Los 


Angeles yesterday between repre- 
sentatives of Standard Oil of Cali- 
fornia and the independent union of 
petroleum workers has no appreci- 
able effect on the strike, an OWIU 
spokesman said. He added 
the 


union was not a member of the 
coalition. 


Jet Airliner

—(AP)—Britain's jet airliner, the 
De Havilland Comet, arrived at 
Johannesburg ahead of schedule 
today on its inaugural flight from 
London.

white craft landed at 1:33 p. m. 
Greenwich time (7:33 a. m. CST) 
seven minutes before it was' due, 
to complete the 6,734-mile flight 
that opened the jet age of commer- 
cial air travel. 


The Comet took off from London 


with 36 paying pasengers, a crew 
of six and 30 bags of mall at 2:14 
p. m. Friday. It made intermedi- 
ate stops at Rome, Beirut, Khart- 
oum, 
Entebbe and Livingston.

a foreman instructor at the Ford 
Motor Company, who was found 
suffocated on the stairs of his two- 
story home. 


The Steward avenue blaze was 


the fifth in the block within 24 
hours. All five started on back 
porches. The series of fires led to 
an attempt to form a vigilante 
group of citizens to 
patrol the 


neighborhood in shifts to guard 
against a possible firebug. Delton 
Williams, 29, of 6ftll Stewart av., 
n-ho disofivcrcd one of the previous 


*.*/.'«.'neighborhood blazes, said the for- 


mation of such a vigilante com- 
mittee is under way. 


"We're afraid to go to sleep," 


said Williams, father of three chil- 
dren. 


The dead man's son, 15-year-old 


Nelson Letts, told firemen that 
several hours before the fire he 
saw a wavy-haired man loitering 
near the building and carrying a 
torch. He said he waited on a liv- 
ing room couch to see if the man 
returned, but fell asleep. When he 
woke up the kitchen was ablaze. 


The youth and his mother Laura, 


49, and a brother, Richard, 8, es- 
caped uninjured. 


The other fires were at 6943, 693«, 


6947, and 6905 South Stewart. The 
fire at 6943 routed 10 persons and 
caused damage estimated at $5,- 
000. Damage w&s negligible at the 
other places.

"The government will be pre- 


pared on Monday morning, or as 
soon as we can get ready, to or- ' 
der changes in terms and condi- 
tions of employment to be put into 
effect." Truman said in opening 
the dramatic meeting. 


A text of his remarks was made 


public by the White House an hour 
and 45 minutes before the meet- 
ing began. 


Expressions of hope came from 


all sides as the principals met at 
the White House.

Aides at Meeting 


Besides President Truman, those 


representing the administration at 
the conference were Sawyer, Dr. 
John R. Steelman, assistant to the 
president and Acting Defense Mo- 
bilization Director; Charles Mur- 
phy, special counsel to the presi- 
dent, and David Stone, adminis- 
trative assistant to the president. 


Eight steel officials and six of- 


ficers of the union arrived for the 
conference but whether all enter- 
ed the meeting could not be estab- 
lished immediately. 


The steelmen have charged that 


the president by seizing the .in- 
dustry had adopted tactics smack- 
ing of dictatorship. 


White House officials said the 


president made a brief statement 
to the two groups and left the 
meeting with Secretary Sawyer at 
9:10 a. m. Steelman and Stowe con- 
tinued the session. 


It was reliably reported the 


meeting was a last-ditch adminis- 
tration effort to arrange an in- 
dustry-union ' contract 
agreement 


and that, if it failed, Truman was 
ready to give Murray's 650,000 
.union members the pay raise they 
want. 


Firms Balk 


The three-day strike was over, 


called off by Murray yesterday on 
Truman's plea. Some steel firms 
were balking, .however, at heating 
their open hearths and blast fur- 
naces again for fear another quick 
strike might wreck the expensive 
facilities. They demanded "assur- 
ance of continuing operations." 


This slowed the resumption of 


steel production. The U.S. Steel 
Company, giant of the industry and 
producer of a third of the nation's 
steel, was one of the firms reluct-

This is the time of year to give 


serious thought to dressing

the exterior of your home. There

signed shutters. 


Originally shutters seived a util- 


itarian purpose. They were hung 
on hinges and drawn shut to keep 
out wind, rain and snow. They 
were made up of adjustable louvers 
which could be closed against the 
weather or adjusted to let light 
in or keep bright sunlight out. 


Today, the storm sash has re- 


placed the shutter as a means ot 
insulating the house against the ele 
ments and the s,hutter has become 
strictly a decoration with limitless 
possibilities of making small win 
dows appear larger, nairow win- 


There's Secret in 
Applying Paiiil 


The method by which paint Is 


applicle will detcimi^e whether 
the job has a woikirianlike ap- 
peal ance. or is sti caked and 
unsatisfactoiy. 


An outside wall is painted in 


horizontal bands or strips, the 
width being determined by the 
distance the painter is able to 
reach from his ladder or scat- 
fold. Work starts at the high- 
est point and moves down. 


An inside wall es painted in 


vertical bands or strips fiom 
ceiling to floor, stalling fiom 
ceiling to flooi, stalling in a 
coiner. Ceiling painting starts 
in a corner and piocccds in 
bands or strips across the widlh 
of the room. 


Paint is always spread in 


small areas and brushed out 
well in all directions to make 
a smooth even 
coat. 
Final 


sttokes should all be in one 
direction. The biush should not 
be dipped into the can moie 
than half its length. 


When painting trim, a sheet 


of cardboard 
or sheet metal 


held against the aiea being 
painted will protect the wall 
from unsightly smears. 
The 


guard should be wiped fre- 
quently to prevent paint seep- 
ing behind it.

To get an idea of the type and 


size of shutteis most suited to your 
particular needs, take a photograph 
of your home and make a tiacing 
fiom it. This will be much easier 
lo do if you have an cnlaigement 
made. 


On Ihe liacing, sketch in the 


size and type of shutter you want 
at each window. Erase and change 
until you airive at the most at- 
tractive and practical ones for your 
purpose. 


The accompanying sketch sug- 


gests but a few of the many pos- 
sibilities for interesting and at- 
tractive shutters. If you plan to 
hang your shutters on hinges so 
they can be closed, you will natu- 
rally make them fit the area of 
the windows. If they are to be 
secured to the house in an open 
position peimanenlly, make them 
wide enough to look as though 
they'd cover the window when 
closed. 


Unless you plan to have an open- 


ing between the veitical boards, it 
is best to use tongue and groove 
material, planing off the outside 
tongue and gioove from the fin- 
ished panel. Remember that the 
verticle board with cleats in the 
back will lend height, and with the 
cleats tunning laterally across the 
fiont the effect will be of gi eater 
width.

With the wage freeze on con- 


struction 
workers 
recently 
re- 


laxed by the government, permit- 
ting pay increases up to 15 cents an 
lour, the building industry has now 
redoubled its efforts to devise 
means of holding the line on prices 
or new homes.

The entire program will be aim- 


ed at all possible cost-savings with- 
out sacrificing quality or hvabihty. 
A recent nation-wide survey show- 
ed that the home-buying public will 
not sacrifice a foot of house space 
for a larger lot; and builders real- 
ize that any savings must not re- 
duce house size, nor lower its qual- 
ity. 


Machines Save Money 


On-site labor represents about 40 


per cent of the cost of a house: 
that is why more builders are using 
power tools. In some cases, up to 
50 per cent savings on labor time 
are icported on certain operations. 


Earth-moving, one of the most 


costly operations in building, is now 
handled by laige scale .builders 
with automatic machines which 
simultaneously excavate and load 
the earth into trucks. Bulldozers 
are widely used for basement ex- 
cavation and back-filling against 
foundations. Automatic machines 
dig pipe trenches in one-twentieth 
the time of hand labor.

If the surface is 
stone or biick. you should drill 
into the masonry and use anchor 
bolts. Special haidware, which will 
.add to the attractiveness of the new 
shutters, is available at most hard- 


ware stores. 


Stop Rodents 
With Covered 
Garbage Cans 


At least half the nation's rat pop- 


ulation—now estimated at 150 mil- 
lion—could be destroyed if people 
would keep all waste materials in 
covered galvanized steel refuse 
cans, health officials declare. 


Galvanized cans 
are 
recom- 


mended because they have snug- 
fitting covers to keep out rats; 
they are constructed for ease of 
handling by refuse collectors: and 
they are readily obtainable at 
reasonable prices. 


Health authorities call attention 


to'the similarity of the country's 
human and rat populations. They 
explain it by pointing out that rats 
eat the same food as people—the 
moie people theie are, ths— 
more food waste there is. 
. Both health and fire prevention 
officials agice that rats aie far 
moie dangerous than most peo- 


ple realize. Rats carry at least 20 
diseases. Because of their sharp 
teeth, they can gnaw thiough even 
the strongest of electrical insula- 
tion, causing short circuits which 
lead to fires. 


Although there are many ways to 


kill lats—traps, poisons and gases 
—starvation is said to be the most

Truman's Statement on Flood Control Plan Is Costly to His Political Future 


CIO's Steel Strike Is Dismal 
By-Product of Court's Ruling 


With the certainty that the Supreme Court will soon be 


speaking on the constitutionality of President Truman's seiz- 
ure of the steel industry, it is premature to discuss in all its 
aspects Federal Judge Pine's ruling that the move was illegal. 


But Pine surely deserves commendation for having the 


courage to assert his convictions at a moment when he was 
under the greatest of pressures. The act alone is healthy 
as a re-statement of the important and independent role 
the judiciary has in marking out the bounds of federal power. 


Pine concluded quite simply that there was nothing ex- 


plicit in the Constitution giving the president power to seize 
the steel mills, nor was there any language which by a rea- 
sonable interpretation could be stretched to cover such 
action. 


In other words, he spoke in flat contradiction to .the gov- 


•ernment's lawyers who contended in effect that the presi- 
dent's authority in time or emergency is practically without 
legal limit. 
» • • • 


Bearing in mind the risks of limiting executive authority 


in time of general war or perhaps even in the state of near- 
war, the Supreme Court may not support Pine. But whether 
it does or not, the judge's decision will stand out bravely 
against the all-too-glib notion that the president's powers are 
what he thinks they should be. 


Pine stated a fundamental of American life when he de- 


clared that the chief executive is accountable to law no less 
than any other American. 


One of the dismal by-products of the decision was the 


action of Philip Murray, CIO president, in promptly order- 
ing a steel strike. He must have foreseen that an appeals 
court might well stay the effect of Pine's ruling until the 
Supreme Court had reviewed the case. 


Yet lie plunged the nation into a crippling shutdown with 


hardly a moment's delay. 


It is not intended to imply that Murray has no fair issue 


in the steel dispute. Indeed, the question of where the truth 
and the wise course lay in this matter is exceedingly difficult 
£0 determine. 
•

Neither the government nor the parties to the contro- 


versy have dealt with this problem in a proper manner. There 
has been too much pre-judging, too littje real digging for 
facts, too little genuinely willing bargaining effort. 
; 
Certain it is that a wage contract in steel has effects far 


beyond that single industry and hence is a hiatter of general 
concern. 


? 
But it is no less sure that the whole progress of collective 


bargaining procedures will be utterly wiped out unless both 
parties to such a dispute now and henceforth can sit down 
around a table and make a really earnest'try at finding a 
solution. 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Any sympathy for the plan to 


give Harry S. Truman a seat in the Senate after he leaves 
the White House was probably nullified by'tht president's 
last press conference. 


It was a perfect example of what happens when a poli- 


tician makes a statement without first looking up the facts 
on an extremely involved situation. 


At one point he contradicted himself twice in his com- 


ment on the plan to transfer flood prevention work from 
army corps of engineers to* department of interior. The 
president can't be quoted directly, but the questions and 
answers ran like this: 


Q—"Could you tell us why you changed younmind 


about the plan . . .?" 
- 


The president replied that-he came to the conclusion 


after a lot of study. He decided there was no use in doing 
what ex-President Hoover's report on government reorgan- 
ization called for. 


By this the president implied that he had changed his 


mind. Then came the remark from a reporter: "I can't 
understand the shift." 


The president replied there was no shift. He never 


made a decision. 


Q—"I thought you said in the press conference last 


week that a plan would go up to congress." 


The president then said he had changed his mind and 


that no plan would go up to the hill, but that matters 
would be left as they were. 


Q—"Why did you change your mind?" 
The president said he hadn't changed his mind. 


General Runs Telephone Service for Gl's 


Brig-Gen. William P. Campbell, assistant chief of army 


finance division, has let himself in for an awful lot of long- 
distance telephoning when he returns to Washington from 
his present tour of American military installations in 
Europe. 


At every post he visits, General Campbell has been 


collecting messages and phone numbers from soldiers 
for their folks at home. 


When the general gets back to Washington, he'll place 


collect calls to the designated mothers, fathers, wives and 
sweethearts, then read the messages. Reason for the 
service is that trans-Atlantic phone calls cost the soldiers 
about $12. Through General Campbell's service, they can 
charge it to the folks at home. 


G. I.'s in Europe have taken up the offer by the 


dozen. As one soldier remarked. "Mom's never talked to 
a general before. I think she'll get a. kick out of it." 


Americans In Bloody Bolivia Unharmed 


The approximately 700 Americans in Bolivia came 


through the recent bloody revolution in the country with- 
out a scratch. Communications channels, out of the coun- 
try were closed down and power was shut off at the start 
of the fighting. 


For several days Thomas J. Maleady, U. S. charge 


d'affaires in La Paz couldnH make a check-up and get his 


• report out to Washington. There was some consideration 
given to sending in a U. S. air force plane to safeguard 
American lives, but that was finally decided against and 
later found to be unnecessary. 


Three hundred of the Americans in Bolivia are in the 


capital at La Paz. Two hundred more are working on the 


" 300-mile highway which American Construction Co. is 


building from Santa Cruz in the Grande Valley to the min- 
ing center of Cochabamba. 


The other 200 Americans scattered around Bolivia 


are in varying pursuits. American Smelting arid Refining 
Co. has a copper operation in Bolivia. Grace & Co. nan- 
'dle most of the food imports. There are American-run 
nail and cement plants. 


Standard Oil of New Jersey once had a $17 million oil 


investment in Bolivia. It discovered and developed a 35- 
million barrel reserve. This property was confiscated in 
1937 by the Bolivian government and Standard settled for 
$1.5 million. 


Since then, the U. S. Export-Import bank has loaned 


Bolivia over 58 million to develop the field and become 
self-sufficient in petroleum products. Export-Import bank 
has also financed the new highway to the extent of $16 
million. 


Of the 700 Americans in Bolivia today, about a third 


are U. S. government employes. Army and air force have 
military missions there. Institute of Inter-American Af- 
fairs has had health, education, agriculture and civil aero- 
nautics missions at work on local Point Four-type develop- 
ment projects during the past five to ten years. 
•• 


U. S. private capital had had little interest in Bolivia 


since the oil field was expropriated.

• "There are eight women in our 
little group of Canasta players," 
writes a San Francisco correspon- 
dent. "We meet once a week, and 
we always have a prize for the 
player with the high score for the 
afternoon. This is perfect whep all 
eight players show up, but most of 
the time somebody cannot make it 
and we have only seven players in- 
stead of eight. 


"What should we do about it 


when we have only seven players? 
Can we arrange it so that every- 
body has a fair chance for the 
prize?" 


The easiest solution is to recruit 


a ninth player. Then if somebody 
is absent you will' still have the 
perfect number of eight. If all nine 
players show up, it's a cinch to ar- 
range one table of five and another 
table of four. 


At the table of five players, a 


team of three oppose a team of 
two. 
One member of the three- 


some sits out for a hand, and they 
take turns so that nobody has to 
sit out twice in a row. 


The members of the threesome 


all get credit for whatever is won, 
and all are debited for whatever 
is lost. For example, suppose they 
win 1,200 points from their oppon- 
ents. The three winners each take 


1,200 
points, and the two losers 


each lost 1,200 points. 


This would drive a bookkeeper 


crazy, since there are 3,600 points 
won and only 2,400 points lost, but 
Canasta players don't have to 
worry about bookkeepers. 


This five-handed game is so 


simple that many clubs have ten 
members. If all show up, the play- 
ers are arranged at two tables of 
five. If only one or even two mem- 
bers are absent, there is still a nor- 
mal game. 


Seven players are much harder 


to arrange in a good prize contest. 
You have to have one table of four 
players and another table of only 
three. The scores are often lower 
in a three-hand game than in a 
four-hand game. 


In the course of an afternoon, it 


should be easy to arrange matters 
so that everybody has a chance at 
playing at the table with four 
players.

Freezing Asparagus 


This fine summerish weather has made the asparagus fairly "pop." 


Many of'you homemakers are probably considering putting some of it 
{n your home freezer or canning it. Some way needs'to be provided 
to get a green or yellow vegetable into the family's meal every day, if 
your family is to be called "well-fed." 


Be swift like a bunny when you freeze asparagus in order to save 


every bit of flavor, color ana texture. Asparagus is very tender and 
we have to be careful about this speediness. 


Wash the asparagus in 
clean, 


cold water; remove scales just to 
be sure no sand and dirt is hiding 
under there. Be sure to discard 
tough stalks that went up to seed. 
The bottom ends tend to be tough, 
too. Slice in stages from the bot- 
tom of a stalk until you reach the 
place where cutting pressure de- 
notes tenderness. 


Cut the tips into lengths to fit 


the cartons or into pieces one inch 
long. Blanch (or scald) for three 
minutes, using six quarts of boil-i 
. ing water to one pound of aspara- 
gus. It's important to use lots of 
water in blanching. Use a 
wire 


basket or sieve to hold the vege- 


.table in the boiling water. Count 
* the time from the moment you put 


it into the water. 


Plunge the container with as- 


paragus Into cold running or ice 
water as soon as it has blanched 
three minutes. When the aspara- 
gus is cool, drain and pack. Feel 
the vegetable to make sure it is 
cooled thoroughly. 


Rectangular cartoons with cello- 


phane or polyethylene bags are 
godfc for asparagus. Use the quart 


• size if you plan on freezing fancy 


tips. Seal or tie the containers 
shut and freeze Immediately. 


Rhubarb Easy to Freeze 


Rhubarb is one of the easiest 


foods to freeze.' Freeze it early- 
fight now when it is still tender 
jnd not so stringy. 


Tests at the University of Uli- 


aois research laboratories show 
that rhubarb can be frozen well 
w i t h o u t blanching or scalding. 
* However, the blanched product was 


considered 
slightly better, 
and 


more material could be packed in 
e carton. This, of course, saves 
space in the home freezer 
or 


locker. 


Wash rhubarb well and cut into 


one inch pieces. Cut it vhth a 
kitchen shears as it Is easier. 
Drain the washed product, pack- 
age, seal and freeze. 


If you would like to blanch, 


•^ weigh about one pound of cut-up 


rhubarb and scald in two and one- 
half quarts of boiling water. Hold 
it in the water Tor one and one- 
half minutes. Count the time from 
the moment it goes into the water. 


Cool the blanched rhubarb in 


cold running water, drain and 
package for freezing immediately. 


Always use cartons in freezing 


that are moisture-, vapor-proof to 
protect the flavor, color and tex- 


•^ ture of fruits and vegetables. The 


rectangular cartons 
with 
cello- 


phane, plastic 
(polyethlene), or 


parchment bags on the inside are 
fine for freezing fruits and vege- 
tables.

Bengston said to newsmen yes 


lerday that "no complaint was in 
formative enough to call for any 
investigation." 


He said the complaints involved 


geven workers on the publishing 
company's two daily newspapers 
The Morning Star and afternoon 
Register-Republic, 


One complaint involved a picket 


who shoved an employe, Bengston 
said. Anonymous telephone threats 
aimed at keeping workers not in 
volved in the dispute away from 
the plant also were reported, Beng- 
ston said. 


"To Inform Chief" 


A member of the law lirm repre 


senting the publishing company 
said, /'the mailed complaint was 
sent (to Bengston) merely to in- 
form the chief of the incidents re- 
ported to the newspaper since the 
injunction-was issued." 


A court order limiting pickets 


around the idle newspaper building 
was issued Monday. 


The two newspapers continued to 


publish for nearly a month after 
AFL Typographical union workers 
walked out March 24. 


On April 28, massed pickets 


around the newspaper building pre- 
vented other workers from enter- 
ing and publication was suspended. 
The Monday injunction limited 
pickets to six—two at each en- 
trance. 


Six Other Unions 


Members of six other unions are 


employed by the company. They 
include five AFL trades unions and 
the CIO American 
Newspaper 


Guild. These unions are not in 
volved in the dispute, but the mem- 
ber* have not reported for work 
since the picketing incidents. 


An American Newspaper Publish' 


era association committee has de- 
fined the issue in the walkout as

The state gasoline tax, hiked a

Gas tax receipts last 
month were $7,262,686, up better 
than 30 per cent. 


Smaller rises in collections from 


the cigaret, liquor and public util- 
ity levies more than offset drops in 
income from the state sales tax 
and petroleum inspection fees.

Methodists Adopt 
Four Year Budget 
Of $11 Million 


SAN FRANCISCO-(AP)-An 11 


million dollar general budget for 
each of the nest four years—larg- 
est since unification of Methodist 
churches in 1939—was adopted last 
night by the quardennial general 
conference of the Metriodist church. 


The figure is some 2 million dol- 


lars higher than that voted by the 
last quadrennial conference. 


Biggest item is the world serv- 


ice budget of $9,525,089. This will 
pay for administrative expenses 
and support of educational, miss- 
ionary, temperance and hospital 
work. Not included in the figure 
are some 4 million dollars yearly I 


in voluntary contributions to such 
work and 7 million contributed an- 
nually by the women's societies ot 
Christian service. 


The Episcopal fund, which pays 


the salaries of the bishops and 
their rent, travel and office ex- 
penses, totals $1,178,700. The gen- 
eral administration fund amounts 
to $388,500. 


There was good news for the 


church's bishops: their salaries will 
be raised from $9,000 a year to $10.- 
000. Larger expenses accounts al- 
so were decreed.
